V. Personal clothing and bedding, 
particularly comforters, which cannot be 
wet without injury, must be disinfected 
by baking and fumigation. 

Vi Disinfection of rooma, clothing, 
furniture and bedding by fumigation, 
may be effected by filling the closed 
rooms with the vapor of sulpharous acid 
in the following manner: Close the doors, 
windows and chimney; put one or two 
pounds of brimstone, according to the 
size of the room, into an iron pot, and | 
pour overit a little aleohol, set in on 
fire, and leave the room closed for two 
hours. When disinfection by sulphur 
fumes is impracticable, the next best thing 
to do is to wash the floor and walls ofthe 
room and the furniture ina solution of 
carbolic acid, one part pure acid in 
fifty of water. Clothing, bedding and 
carpets, to be well fumigated, must be 
separated as much as possible, and hung 
upon the walls and furniture, so that ev- 
erything will be thoroughly permeated. 
No attempt should be made to fumigate 
aroom inthis manner while it is occu- 
pied by the patient, as sulphrurous acid | 
gas (unless largely diluted with oxygen) | 
rapidly destroys lile. | 

VII. The sick room should be kept | 
well ventilated, and should be occasion- 
aily fumigated, slightly, by throwing 
upon a heated shovel a few teaspoonfuls 
ot a solution of carbolic acid, Pieces of | 
cloth may be saturated in this solution, 
uid bung about the room and the hall-| 
ways adjoining.

coat, Brutes have no perplexing questions 
isman has about the latest fashions in 
dress or bonnet. The style and quantity 
of their wardrobe is settled once for all 
and entirely without their consent. Their 
natural homes must therefore be compara- 
tively fixed in such conditions of climate 
as willallow a reasonable degree of com 
fort. The same is true of their food, it is 
limited to a comparatively small number 


or substances ut man has no such limi- 
tations. He carries his food and clothing 
in his brains, and by his ingenuity ean 


adapt himself to any condition, and roam 
at will over the wide face of our planet. 
You cannot therefore reason from the 
liabitat of a brute to the habitat of a man. 

In attempting this, the Prof. has over- 
looked a second essential fact rhe very 
principles by which he has determined the 
habitats of brutes, if carried logically out, 
would lead him to determine but one 
habitat for man, and therefore call for but 


one centre of life, and prove, if it proved 
anything? the plurality, but the unity 
of all inankind Por how does he deter 


thine the habitat of a dog, for example? 
Not by the locality in which every diversity 


inthe d is found, but he makes it em 
brace the whole re m where the dog is 
found in a natural state. Well, man is 
found all over the world, in a= state 


which is either natural or unnatural. If 
inv natural state, then his habitat is the 
whole world and there is but one, But if 
i state in r ly parts of the word, as 
we verily believe, is very unnatural, he can 
not make these homes of unnatural men, 
separate habitats, for itis a fundamental 
principle by which he determines the habi 
tats of animals that it shall be limited to 
their natural homes, Take either horn of 
the dilemma you choose, and I fail to see 
that the Profess own principles call 
for more than one habitat, and one centre 
of life, and one race for man., He there 
fore leaves varieties to be accounted for, 
hot by separate centres of life, but in some 
ther way. 

And just here, Mr, Darwin's principle of 
Natural Selection comes to our aid. 
admit that thisisatrue principl within 
certain limits, and we propose to use it 
Mr. Darwin isa patient investigator, and 
has done good service to the cause of 
science in bringing out many important

facts. But he is a bad logician and seems 
unable to see the logical foree of his facts 
after they have been discovered. And I 
venture the opinion that the very facts 


Which he has brought into notice with such 
candid research, and for which the scientific 
world owes him so great a debt of grati 
tude, will yet prove the most formiaable 
weapons in the destruction of his theory 

another instance in which Goliath's own 
sword will be used to cutolt Goliath's own 
head, In his book, entitled, “Origin of 
cies,” he lias proved that fifty-two, and

ties can be produced from a single pair of 
rock pigeons; and that a@ great number of 
Varieties in horses and doge can be pro 
duced from single pairs. Why then ean 


we not derive all the varieties of man from 
asingle pair? True Mr. Darwin did not 
colleet these facts for this purpose but sup 
poses that, in this manner he can construct 
a bridge of antecedent probability which 
will earry him from one species to another, 
He imagines that because so much diversity 
in ite can arise from one centre in the 
same species, that life may be developed 
up, up, up, up, overall the limitations of 
species and through all the veygatable and 
animal world to man, ut here his princi 
ple of natural selection reveals, not is falsity 
but its limitation. He forgets that his var 
lous pigeons, Carricrs, fan-tails, tumblers, 
after all, nothing: but pigeons. 
Ile cant get a duck, nor « hawk, nor an 
eagle, from them. By no process of mani- 
pulation, can one species produce another, 
Che offspring of dogs, however diverse, are 
nothing but dogs, and the decendantsa of 


&c., are, 


horses are always horses. Just here his 
theory breaks down, But this is the fault 
of his logic, not of his facts. Now we pro 
pose to reject his bad logic and accept with 


gratitude his good facts. And we submit 
that these facts of variety from unity, in 
the animal kingdom, present an analogy 
precisely harmonious with what we see in 


the human race, At least there can be no 


man unlike the brute | 


We | 


have found it convenient to reject all the 
higher Moral helps which are offered for 
man’s improvement and to link his es¢en- 
tial nature as closely as posible with that 
of_the brute. 

Moreover, their Attempts to classify man 
AS & MCTS animal is both demor Alizing and 
dehumainfing. That precisely this is what 
is done, Will not be denied by any who 
have read the books published in favor of 
plurality. Even Prot. Agassiz is open to 
this charge, On page 65 of his “ Natural 
History of the United States,” ote, vou 
Will find this language ‘Tecan not, there- 
fore, agree with those authors who would 
disconnect mankind from the anim Al king- 
dom and establish a distinet kingdom for 
man alone A study of the dog 
Might satisfy every one of the Similarity 
of his impulses with those of man, and 
these impulses are Fegilated ii a manner 
which discloses phystoay freuities in évery 
respect of the same kind as those of man

If man thinks, on their theory, this 
is not because he has a mind distinet from 
| his body, but because of the onganization 
jot his brain. The mind then is only a 
power of the brain. But if this be so, all 
our knowledge is a mere dream, For all 
knowledge necessarily involves two things, 
something which is known, and distinet 
from that, a mind which knows it. With- 
out these two elements thinking is impos- 
sible. The moment you attempt to think, 
| COUSCLIOUSNOSS ASsures you that something 
exists upon which you are thinking; but 
with equal authority it also assures you 
j that your mind which thinks, exists en- 
tirely apart from that upon whieh your 
thoughts are centered.

It is perhaps altogether natural for 
minds of a peculiar bent Whieh has been 
greatly intensified by close a plication to 
material subjects, to overtook all others, 
But consciousness assures us of facts of 
mind and morals which are just as real as 
j any of the facts of matter. We earnestly 
protest, therefore. against this gross mate 
rialism. We are willing togwive full weight 
to all the facts which appeal to the setises; 
but we claim an equal recognition for those 
facets which can neither be seen nor han- 
dled, Consciousness, whieh is the founds 
tion of the greater part of out knowledge, 
attests the one with the same anthority 
that it attests the other, And to attempt 
to unefy all knowledge, by falsifying the

| of evidence, and falsify the very principles

tale of the cannibal chief, who professed 
conversion to Chliistinnity, but was assured 
by the missionary that he must renounce 
volyguiny, by giving up his second wife 
vefore he could receive the ordinance of 
baptism. On the return of the Missionary 
the following year, the chief presented 
himself with smiles forthe holy ri On 
being asked what he bad done with his 
wife, he promptly replied with a glow of 
satisfaction, ** Me oat her.”

From this 
stock innumerable grafts have extended 
the fruit far and wide; but from the well 
known law of extension, the Baldwin 
apple is rarely found in perfection when 
far removed from the place where it orig- 
inated. In Maine, the color, texture, 
aroma and solidity of the apple leave 
nothing to desire, being in truth, so de- 
licious, that it might have been akin to 
the one said to have brought difficulty 
upon our mother Eve. In other climates, 
climate, or culture may 
have proved unfriendly, what is called 
the Baldwin apple, may often be found a 
total failure, being puffy, insipid, and 
subject to early decay, 

Itis not generally known that Squire 
Pearce, of Baldwin, Me., was half broth- 
er to Benjamin Thompson, better knowo 
as Count Rumford. ‘The mother of these 
two men wastwice married, the firat 
husband being Benjamin Thompson, the 
second, Josiah Pearce, both men of cul 
ture and influence in their day. Mra. 
Thompson, afterwards Mrs. Pearce, was 
a woman of one of those 
self-poised, wise women, so prominent in 
our Revolutionary annals, Count Rum- 
ford Was born in the then town of Rum- 
ford, now Concord, N. H., being some 
twelve years older than his half-brother, 
Pearce. He received a military cominis 
sion under the Royal Governor of the 
Colony of Massachusetts, At the break- 
ing out of hostility to the British Crown, 
young Thompson was supposed unfriend- 
ly to the popular movement for freedom, 
and was most rudely driven from his 


strong sense, 


home by his more zealous neighbors, and 
compelled to take refuge in Boston, where 
he 


became associated with Covernor 
He was unquestionably what was 
tnen known as a ‘Tory,’ a circumstance 
which for many subsequent years, was 
considered as a blot upon the family es- 
cutcheon, by its patriotic members, al- 
though he never took up arms against 
his country. The subsequent career of 
Benjamin Thompson is well known, He 
seems to have cast lingering looks of 
fondness towards the place of his birth, 
though familiar with courts and loaded 
with honors by crowned heads, as ts evi- 
dent by his assuming the name of his na 
tive town when the honor of knighthood 
was conferred upon him by the King of 
Bavaria, hence his title of Count Rum- 
tord, 

In the Meanwhile, the other brother 
Josiah Pearce, had become possessed of 
a large, landed estate, and was living in 
Baldwin, Me., where he was plowing and 
planting, and helping on the interests of 
a scattered, but thrifty population, Like 
his brother, Count Rumtord, he was a 
yenerous, Warm-hearted man, striving to 
make better what other men considered 
well enough, if not absolutely good. 

The old Pearce homestead at Bald 
Win, still attests the skill and enterprise 
otits ancient owner, by its extensive or- 
chards, amongst which may be found the 
Baldwin, richly productive.
